The price of chickens remained 
the same on the Farm ers’ Market 
today, most selling for 85 cents a 
pound and capons bring 68 cents. 
Eggs were 55 and 56 for medium and 
66 and 68 cents a dozen for large. 
Several varieties of apples were 
offered for sale today, among them 
Stink Delicious, 
Jonathan, 
S h a ­ 
mans,

Imperials, 
Paradise, 
Smokehouse and 
Rome 
Beauties. 
Mostly they were $2.50 per bushel 
In sm aller lots they sold for 25 to 
35 cents a quarter peck. 
Cider brought from 55 to 65 cents 
a gallon today. Potatoes w'ere 35 
cents a half peck, others $1.25 for 
a half bushel. 
Flowers 
were 
plentiful. 
Large 
yellow ’mums were 20 centi each. 
Bunches of sma'* ’mums sold for 
20 cents a bunch and dahlias were 
five cents each. 
O ther prices were: endive, 
ten 
cents a bunch; lettuce, ten cents a 
box; cabbage, five cents a pound; 
egg plant, five cents each; pum p­ 
kins from five cents up; beets, ten 
cents a bunch; celery, ten cents 
a stalk; watercress, ten cents a box; 
lima beans, 40 cents a pint; peppers, 
five and ten cents each; cauliflower, 
IO and 20 cents and up. 
Potato salad w’as 20 cents a pint; 
sweet cream, 35 cents a pint; cot­ 
tage cheese, 20 cents a pint; cup 
cheese, five cents up depending on 
size of container; mush, 20 to 30 
cents a pan.

Second among the national 
parks was Yellowstone, the oldest 
member of the system, which had 
814,907 visitors, more than 233,000 
above the 1941 
visitations. Third 
was the Rocky M ountain Park in 
Colorado with 808,115, an increase 
of 122,722 over 1941. 
West Gains Over East 
Yosemite In California had 841,767 
compared to 581.761 In 
1941 and 
nearly every other scenic area, p ar­ 
ticularly in the west, .showed an 
increase in tourist travel. In general 
the figures appeared to show two 
trends, one toward scenic areas and 
the other toward increased visita­ 
tions in the western parks and de­ 
clines in the east. Even the great 
Smoky Mountains, with its huge 
visitation was 100.000 under 1941.
